of heland{held at Armagh on the 2d intlant ;—we think it proper to 
explain that matter te the Public, left it fhould be conccived that the re- 
folutions alluded to convey the general fenfe of the Linen Drapers of 
the North. 

The -faét then is briefly as follows :—After the feveral refolutions :re- 
lative'to the revifal of the Linen Laws were gone through with the ap- 
probation of all prefent, the firft refolution relative to the-removal of 


the White Linen Market to the North was‘p.opofed, but a vumber of | 


eminent lineo drapers objeGtcii to and ftrenuoutly’ oppofed it, on the 
ground o€ this being an improper sime tor.agitating that, matter, and 
betadve. not-one-draper from the countics of Derry, Donegall, Ferma- 
nagh or Cavan, and only a very few from the county of Antrim attend- 
ed; but'the gentlemen who brought forward the meafure, feeming de-

Civil or political liberty is a power poffeffed by a ftate to go- 
vern itfelf, In this ftate every individual is a legiflator, ‘The 
power. of legiflation muft be exercifed, either. in perfon or by 
delegation.  Inflances of the firlt are to be found only in perry 
ftates, where the peoply.are few. But where the itate is ex- 
tended, aad the inhabitants numerous, an exercife of the legif- 
lative powers, in perfon, by every individual, would be incon- 
venient, if not impraéticable, In fuch ftates, therefore, dele- 
gation has been adopted. Still, however, it muft be under- 
{toud, that every individual retains a fuffrage in the nomination 
of fume-particular delegate: For, -were the contrary fuppofed, 
then woald.there be a part of the ftate®withour reprefentation, 
which would be contraditory to the/idea OF" liberty.

But men in the middle ranks of life, who ge- 
nerally conftitute the majority of every free community, cannot 
be excluded from a voice in the appointment of their reprefen- 
tatives,’ becaufe this would be to deny them the right of felf- 
government, for which they are qualified by their knowledge 
and extent of property, which muft give them a weight in eve- 
ry fice {tate, and a title to a fhare in the legiflation. ‘Yo with- 
hold from thefe, therefore, the exercife of this right, muft be a’ 
deviation from the principles of the Britifh conttitution.’ 

Thefe, I confefs, aré but faint outlines, either of civil liber- 
ty or of the Britifh conftitution. But my intention is only to 
eftablith a criterion to enable us to form, by comparifon, a judg- 
ment of our prefent fication. a 

Obvious it mutt be, from fach compartfon, shat we ‘enjoy 
neither civil liberty, nor the rights-of- Brici fubjects We cane 
not be faid to enjoy this liberty; becaufeevery individual among 
us has not & voice in the appointment of shis ‘legiflator, . We 
cannot'be faid to enjoy thefe rights, becaufe even a.majority of 
the community, to which we belong, have no voice in, the:fame 
appoiatment. Thus, Gentlemen, we are Britons, weittet pof- 
fefling the rights of Britons, ‘This affertion feems contradicto- 
ry, but, though a paradox, it:is a truth. 

‘Lo appoint their own legiflators,. is the difcriminating mark 
of a free people. To have them appointed by others, is the 
characteriftic of fervitade.’” Why flould one part of @ aatioa 

ffefs this difcriminating mark, and the other be extruded 
Ree the fame privilege ? Why fhould the burghs of Scotland 
be denied a right which is pofleffed by the burghs of England? 
The people are the. fame ; their advantages ought to be equal, 
hat there fhould be any diftinétion, involves an abfurdiry in
